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SELECTION of a roof for one's house calls 
for consideration of beauty and durability. 
Along with beauty must be considered the 
appropriateness of the material tor the archi- 
tecture. For buildings following Georgian or Colonial 
precedent, there is no material so appropriate as 
shingle tile. 

1 lie has been used for roofs throughout the world 
for hundreds of years. At times, in some localities, 
where other material was abundant and transporta- 
tion difficult, the near-at-hand material was used for 
rooting. In our own colonial days, with plenty of 
wood available and with no railroads, it was only 
natural that wood shingles should have been used on 

most buildings. This was particularly true in the 
northern colonies. In the southern colonies, where 
there was more wealth, the better houses very often 
had tde roots, material being brought over from 
Kngland. Wherever it was possible to have a tile 
roof, that was the choice. 

Tile was the natural choice lor a roof. The colonists 
had seen the example in England, where the Georgian 
buildings ot that period, as well as oi earlier times, 
were generally covered with tile roots. It was natural 
then that, in building here in America, they should 
whenever possible use tile, just as they had in Kng- 
land. Evidence oi this was tound in the research made 
to determine the original materials ot the State House 
at St. Marys City in Maryland, before the recent 
restoration work there was started. As shown on the 
following pages, this State House, as well as the more 
important buildings in the restoration at Williams- 
burg, Virginia, have been re-roofed with Ludowici 
shingle tile. 

One who has seen the lovely age-mellowed Georg- 
ian buildings in England will remember the beauty 
ot those roots, their sott colorings and interesting 
textures. Many people when thinking of a tile root 



have in mind only curved shapes, used extensively 
here and on the buildings of southern Europe the 
tile of Italy ami Spain. The fact is that flat tile, such 
as is much used throughout England and northern 
Europe, is also available; tile made in essenti illv the 
same way as that old tile, with coloring and surface 
treatments which give the mellowed bcautv ot those 
old ( leorgian roots 

For beauty and appropriateness, there can be no 

better choice than Ludow iei shingle tile on a ( .« 
or Colonial house. Thev will give that Color and tex- 
ture which add to the charm of 8 house; they will 

have no hard, smooth surface to relict t the sun. but 
their unrcllcctinu sitihue will hold the planes of the 

roof at all tunes, never fading Into tin skj on glaring 
sunny days; they will give that feeling <>i weight 
which is so necessary i"i the capping "i .i house M\ 
precedent too they are correct for the Georgian 01 
Colonial house.
